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GOVERNMENT DOCUMENTS REVEAL SECRET U.S. BOMB SCHOOL 
FOR TRAINING FOREIGN POLICE

(Editor's note: A year ago, "State of 

Siege, " the most recent film of noted movie di- 
rector Costa-Gavras , leveled a series of startling 
charges at the American government. 

At one "point in the film, a Uruguayan police 
officer was shown receiving training in the manu- 
facture and use of explosive devices at a secret 
police bomb school in the southwestern United 
States. Later , the same officer was linked to 
a right-wing Uruguayan "Death Squad" implicated 
in the murders (some performed with explosives ) 
of prominent Uruguayan radicals. 

For most American viewers and movie critics, 
these scenes appeared as mere dnemagraphic flour- 
ishes in a controversial film. Now State Depart- 
ment documents unearthed by Senator James Abour- 
ezk (D-S.D.) show beyond a doubt that the film was 
unerringly accurate in its picture of U.S . "count- 
erinsurgency" programs in Latin America. 

The documents reveal that the U.S. government 
is, in fact , training foreign policemen in bomb- 
making at a remote desert camp in Texas. In re- 
sponse to Senator Abourezk ' s inquiries , the Agen- 
cy for International Development (AID) has now 
acknowledged that its Office of Public Safety (OPS) 
is providing such instruction. 

The existence of the Abourezk papers was first 
disclosed in Jack Anderson's syndicated column for 
October 8, 1973. Pacific News has now received a 
full set of the papers which were used in prepar- 
ing the following story.) 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (PNS/LNS) — At the United 
States Border Patrol Academy in Los Fresnos, Texas, 
foreign policemen are taught the design, manufac- 
ture and potential uses of homemade bombs and in- 
cendiary devices by CIA instructors. At least 165 
policemen- -mostly from the Third World countries 
of Asia, Latin America, and Africa — have taken 
this ^Technical Investigations Course" since it 
was first offered in 1969. 

All costs of the training, rated at $1,750 
per student, are borne by the Agency for Interna- 
tional Development (AID) . Students in the Techni- 
cal Investigations Course first attend a four-week 
preliminary session at the International Police 
Academy (IPA) in Washington, D.C. There they are 
treated to lectures on such subjects as: Basic 

Electricity ("Problems involving electricity as 
applied to explosives") , Introduction to Bombs and 
Explosives, Incendiaries ("A lecture/demonstration 
of incendiary devices") , and Assassination Weapons. 

After completion of the preliminary course, 
the "trainees" are flown to the Los Fresnos camp 
for four week "field sessions." All lectures at 
Los Fresnos are delivered at an outdoor "labora- 
tory" .presided over by. CIA instructors . The ac- 
tion lectures deal with such topics as: Charac- 

teristics of Explosives, Electric Priming, Elec- 
tric Firing Devices, Explosive "Charges, Homemade 
Devices, F ab r i cat i on and Functioning Devices, and 
In cendiaries. According to AID, these sessions

include "practical exercises" with "different 
types of explosive: devices and ’booby-traps. ’" 

In a memorandum to Senator James Abourezk, 

AID official Matthew Harvey argued that the Tech- 
nical Investigations Course was set up to help 
foreign policemen develop "countermeasures" aga- 
inst terrorist attacks on banks, corporations, 
and embassies.. . 

In order to develop countermeasures-, he claimed, 
the trainee must first study "home laboratory tech- 
niques" used "in the manufacture of explosives 
and incendiaries." Only then, according to the 
AID argument, will he be able "to take preventive 
action to protect lives and property . " 

Although Harvey stressed the defensive nature 
of the training program, he admitted that the De- 
partment of Defense found the subject- matter so 
inherently sensitive that it refused to provide 
instructors for the course. AID then went to the 
CIA for help. 

However, once a "trainee" becomes proficient 
in bomb techniques , there is no stopping him from 
using them offensively against criminal enterpri- 
ses or against opponents of a ruling oligarchy. 

Such a possibility becomes more real when one 
examines a list of countries represented at the 
Texas bombnschool. Almost every country in Latin 
America, such conservative Middle Eastern states 
as Jordan and Saudi Arabia, and a number of, Asian 
nations are on the list. * 

Prominent entries include Chile (5) , Brazil (6), 
Guatemala (18) , the Dominican Republic (4) , Bol- 
ivia (3), Uruguay (16), Thailand (10), the Phil- 
ippines (5), South Korea (3), and Iran (2). All 
have pro-American governments in which the police 
are actively involved in suppressing legal and 
extra-legaT political opposition movements. 

These Third World policemen (particularly in 
Latin America) are frequently engaged in terror- 
ist activities themselves. Some of them are ut- 
ilizing their U.S. -supplied training in paramili- 
tary assassination teams like La Mano Blanca (White 
Hand) and Ojo por Ojo (Eye for Eye) in Guatemala, 

La Banda (The Band) in the Dominican Republic, 
and the "Death Squads" of Brazil and Uruguay. 

It is generally acknowledged that these sec- 
retive Death: Squads are made up of "off duty" 
policemen and representatives of the civil and 
military 'intelligence services . 

These groups engage in kidnapping, torture, 
assassination and bombings, their victims ranging 
from petty criminals to students, academicians, 
and political activists . Everyday some Latin A- 
merican paper announces the discovery of yet an- 
other body . 

Some estimates of the number of opposition 
figures executed by -the Death. Squads in Brazil 
alone exceed 1,500. Frequently, the mutilated bod- 
ies of these victims are found with cards boasting 
of the work of the Death Squad--the intent being 
to intimidate the population and discourage the 
development of any opposition to the established 
regime „ 
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Xf The need to keep Latin America as a friendly 
political arena and. an ©pen preserve for U.S. cor- 
po^Mse investment have led to support for the 
build-up of powerful and ruthless police forces 
throughout the continent. 

It is not surprising, therefore; that the 
countries with the most active para^police assass- 
ination squads-^ Brazil , Guatemala, the Dominican 
Republic and Uruguay— are also the recipients of 
the largest U;;S. police training grants in the re- 
gion. 

U.S. involvement in the organization , training 
and equipping of Uruguay’s Death Squad, for 
instance, has been abundantly described in the tes- 
timony of NMson'^ArdeSiOv'y.A police photographer 
andr&eathH Squad somber; Bardesio lwas kidnapped and 
interrogated by Tupamaroiguerrillas jinai922;.:: rihcr: 
his testimony (recorded~in the; presence of the Pre- 
sident of Uruguay's Chamber of Deputies), Bardesio 
af f i rmed th at th e Dep artment - of I nformat ion and 
Intelligence (DII,- a government- agency which pro- 
vided an official "cover" for the Death Squad) was 
set up with the advice and financial assistance of 
USAID Public Safety Advisor William Cantrell. 

Bardesio also testified that Cantrell (whom 
he sometimes served as a chauffeur) made daily 
trips between DII, Montevideo police headquarters 
and the U.S. Embassy to insure the steady transfer 
of intelligence data and coordination of all extra- 
legal activities . 

In his testimony, Bardesio named; numerous .po- 
lice. officers and- military officials (many with 
ties ta the U.S. Embassy or the Public Safety pro- 
gram) who participated- in specific assassinations 
and bombings as members of the Death Squad.. He 
also reported that the Death- Squad had. a bomb la- 
boratory filled with supplies of explosive mater- 
ials similar to those demonstrated at AID's Texas 
bo 5)b school . 

The ties between U.S. government agencies and 
local police terrorism have long been common know- 
ledge in Latin America. : Now, due to the prying 
of Senator Abourezk, it is likely. to become an is- 
sue in the U.S. as well. Already there have been 
attempts in Congress to dry up the funds for AID'S 
Public Safety Program. 

As noted by Senator Abourezk.,. "Maybe the Amer- 
ican people don't have to know about, troop move- 
ments or the location of nuclear weapons, but by 
God they sure as hell can decide whether they want 
to support torture or not ."

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CAMBRIDGE GROUP PRODUCES INFORMATIONAL LEAFLETS 
TO AID ORGANIZING PROJECTS 

NEW YORK (LNS) — "Who Pays Taxes?", "The En- 
ergy Crisis," "Our Taxes for Torture,'! "The Price 
of Food" -- these are some of the leaflets now 

available from the Political Education Project (PEP) , 

a Cambridge, Massachusetts-based group which writes 
and produces leaflets on national issues as an aid 
to organizing projects throughout the country. 

The 2-color, 4 page leaflets, neatly laid out 
with graphics and easy-to- read print, attempt to 
present some of the facts behind the problems that 
face Americans today. In the leaflet, "The Price 
of Food," for instance, PEP explains how the gov- 
ernment itself is responsible for keeping prices 
up : 

"In March, 1971, the government 
raised the support price of — as a re- 

. suit, milk prices went up a penny a gallon 
and $300 million in added- profits went to 
the milk companies. The government had 
initially ruled that there wouldn't be an 
, increase in the support price of milk for 
1971. Fhot changed bheir minds? (Watch 
the dates o ) 

March 12, 1971s Then Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Clifford Hardin denies the dairy 
Industry's request for an increase in 
. .. milkosUpporti prices . 

March 22, 1971: Dairy industry gives Repub- 
lican party $10,000. 

March 23, 1971: Sixteen leaders of the dai- 
ry industry meet with Nixon and Hardin. 

March 24, 1971: Dairy industry gives $25,000 
to Republican party. 

March 25, 1971: Secretary Hardin grants re- 
quested increase in government support 
T'm.e price. 

Throughout the rest of 1971 and 1972, the 
dairy industry gave $400,000 to the Repub- 
lican party.." 

"Overblown rhetoric has often been substituted 
for reasonable clearly-.: documented, arguments , " says 
PEP, explaining why the group formed. "Political 
jargon has generally replaced plain. English in move- 

ment literature, and where it hasn't, the tendency 
has often been to overcompensate by adopting a pa- 
tronizing and overly simplistic style. .. . 

"We have tried to overcome these- mistakes in 
our literature and have attempted to provide or- 
ganizers with reliable, effective leaflets that they 
can’ use in their day to day work." 

Prices average around $22 per/ 100.0 plus ship- 
ping costs. (for a 4 -page leaflet) but PEP emphasizes 

that "we hope to operate some kind of sliding scale 

so that individuals and groups who have little money 
will still be able to afford our leaflets .Obviously, .. . 
groups who do have money will be asked to pay the full 
price." Anyone who wants to reproduce or reprint the 
leaflets as articles is encouraged. 

Other leaflets being planned include ones on 
Chile, inflation, farmworkers, federal budget and po- 
li.t i c£l power in America..

RESPONSIBILITY... RESTS WITH THE UNITED STATES"

[Editor's note: In January of this year, the 

Vietnam ceasefire was signed hut the fighting did 
not stop. And recently, the establishment press 
W ag reported that the fighting has escalated. The 
following is an account of a November press confer- 
ence held by the Provisional Revolutionary Govern- 
ment (PRG) in Paris to talk about the situation.] 

PARIS (LNS)--"In the face of the increasingly 
flagrant violations of the cease-fire by the U.S.- 
Saigon administration, the repeated bombings deep 
in the areas that were already:' under PRG jurisdiction 
long before the Paris Accords, the forces of the Lib- 
eration Army cannot sit by with their arms crossed," 
said PRG representative Ly Van Sau, at a press con- 
ference on November 7. 

"The order has been given to the troops of the 
Liberation Army to retaliate agaipst each illegal 
armed attack of the enemy/ ... We are for the 
strict application of the Paris Accords, and we 
must struggle for their implementation." 

The press conference was called because the Sai- 
gon representative to the Conference between the Two 
South Vietnamese Sides had cancelled a previously 
scheduled session for the third time in a months. The 
PRG representative attacked the "outrageous slanders" 
of the delegate who has tried to justify the deliber- 
ate violations of the Accord by speaking of the "Viet- 
cong's military offensive" supposedly under prepar- 


gas bombs and anti-personnel weapons. 

Many of these operations are launched from 
the big Bien Hoa base--an American base which the 
U.S. simply turned over intact to the Saigon Army 
after the signing of the peace agreement, despite 
the fact that the agreement explicitly calls for 
the dismantling of such bases. 

The PRG representative then formulated the 
immediate demands of the liberation forces: 1. 

an effective cease-fire throughout the territory 
of South Vietnam, 2. the liberation of all civilian 
political prisoners [there are estimated to be 
200,000 civilian political prisoners held by the 
Thieu government], 3. the establishment of democrat- 
ic freedoms for the people as stipulated in the 
Paris Agreement, and particularly the freedom to 
move freely and to travel. 

"The crisis the United States is going through 
now [referring to the Watergate Scandal] is basic- 
ally due to the policy of American agression in 
Vietnam," said Ly Van Sau. "And so long as Nixon 
continues his warlike and reactionary policy to- 
ward the Indochinese people, his position will con- 
tinue to get worse. 

"The history of the United States over the 
past ten years has been a tissue of lies --the lies 
revealed in the Pentagon Papers, the lies connect- 
ed with the attacks in the Tonkin Gulf, the lies 
to conceal the secret bombing of Cambodia- -all this 
has contributed to undermine the very foundations 
of the confidence the Americans had in their 
leaders . "

After pointing out that the U.S. -Saigon attacks 
against the people in the PRG zones have been on the 
’ ' |ing ever since January, Ly Van Sau declared: 

"We must concluded that, even at the time of 
Ibg the Paris Agreement, the Nixon Admini stra- 
nd not the slightest intention of eyer respect - 
+«* 4't'. That administration has never altered its 
determination to maintain its neo-cploniaij. domina- 
tion over South Vietnam. Nixon signed the Agreement 
simply to withdraw U.S. troops and wage war with the 
puppet army." 


The PRG representative emphasized that "the res- 
ponsibility for the extremely grave situation in 
South Vietnam rests with the United Stated." Since 
the Thieu government "exists only thanks %o the sup- 
port and backing of the United States which supplies 
it with dollars, arms and military technicians and 
advisors." 


Since the signing of the Paris Accord nine 
months ago, the level of U.S. -Saigon attacks has risf- 
en to such a level that in certain regions, the . 
losses in lives and property caused by the bombing 
and other military operations of the Saigpn Army 
have been equal to or even greater than those of war 
time .

WARDEN PUTS OLD GAS 'CHAMBER OUTSIDE PRISON 
*■ FOR CHILDREN TO PLAY ON. i 

CANON CITY, Colo. (LNS)--"It’s sick, really 
sick," said Ed Lowe, a Colorado State Prison inmate, 
about the obsolete gas chamber located in the play- 
ground outside the sandstone walls of the prison. 

The warden had moved it there from the prison gard- 
en £<5r ten years after it had been replaced by 
a newer gas chamber. 

"It's appalling to see youngsters whose fathers 
are inside, playing in that thing," commented Lowe. 

The glass windows of the chamber are gone but 
the three seats in which people died remain Outside 
there is an inscription listing the executions the 
state has carried out--24 while this particular 
chamber was in use from 1933-1955.

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■ AMSTER'S INTERNATIONAL TAKES OVER 
. _JADIS0N LOCAL IN ATTEMPT TO STOP 
Jj||/ RANK AND FILE MOVEMENT 

MADISON, Wisconsin (LNS) — On November 2, the 
International Brotherhood of Teamsters placed Team- 
sters Local 695 of Madison in trusteeship. Within 
a few hours of his arrival, the International rep- 
resentative removed all local officers, "asked" all 
business agents to resign, cancelled the upcoming 
local election, and calmly placed the local treas- 
ury in the vest pocket of his fancy suit. 

With a few phone calls and a sweep of the pen. 
International president Frank Fitzsimmons and his 
Cti tjp jis hoped to put the lid on the local struggle 
witjp$ t ^ ie Teamsters to keep it from spreading to 
othpf.' locals. To their surprise, however, almost 
as soon as trusteeship was announced, the Interna- 
tional was faced with a new rank and file group 
calling itself Teamsters for Democracy (TFD) who 
vowed to return the union to local control. 

Aside from squashing dissent and union reform 
within its own union, the Teamster leadership has 
also done its best to destroy the United Farmworkers 
(UFW) by signing sweetheart contracts with grape and 
lettuce growers previously under UFW contract. 

And recently, the Teamsters signed another 
sweetheart contract with Canada's Uncle Ben's Tartan 
Breweries thus allowing millionaire brewery owner 
Ben Ginter to escape from complying with an Alberta 
Board of industrial Relations order to recognize 
another union more threatening to his operation. 

Though the move to smash Local 695 was a shock 
it was not a total surprise to those affected. 

During the past five years the Madison Local has 
maintained political positions conspicuously inde- 
pendent of the pro-Nixon Teamster leadership. Lo- 
cal 695 voiced strong opposition to both the war 
i^’^utheast Asia and the 5.5 percent wage guide- 
lilpp.. • In addition, they refused to support Ni- 
«M » reftfelefcti°n and backed the campaign of Madi- 
son^ radical mayor Paul Soglin. 

All of this must have been embarassing to 
Fitisimmonsswho has consistently pledged to deliver 
for the Nixon Administration. 

But most threatening to the Teamster leadership 
no doubt , was Local 695 's reputation as an active 
union for the past five years. The Local was on a 
perpetual organizing drive and was growing by the 
thousands . In the last year they conducted three 
strikes, the shortest of which was 17 weeks, which 
the local continued to put money into when the In- 
te^^|tional refused. 

. pjittention focused on the local earlier this 
year ; when it chalked up a victory at Madison's Gen- 
eral Beverage Co. in the form of an unprecidented 
50 percent wage increase. $50,000 worth of damage, 
a number of arrests and many union dollars were 
needed to ensure the victory, and that did not make 
Fitzsimmons happy. 

As Local 695 became more in touch with its rank 
an ; d file it; began to support other struggling unions. 
By honoring picket lines as fully as their contracts 
allojf, 695 supported the University of Wisconsin 

b^w'ing assistants in their successful fight for 
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the first union of its kind in the country. 

Similarly, they supported the Madison Inde- 
pendent Workers Union which was started by radi- 
cal ex-students attempting to organize waitresses 
and part-time restaurant workers. Certainly, ma- 
king alliances with groups far to the left of the 
International attracted Fitzsimmons' attention to 
Local 695. 

But, not all the officers and agents within 
Local 695 were pleased with its direction. Former 
Secretary Treasurer A1 Mueller— known as Cadillac 
A1 because of the gold Caddy he drives—and some 
others left ovef from the old leadership were up- 
set that their relationship with- the Madison bus - 
iness community had been strained. 

Mueller hand-picked a slate of ’candidates to 
run in the Local election scheduled for December. 
Campaigning on the scare tactics of misuse of un- 
ion funds, illegality, violence and associating 
with leftists, the Mueller candidates soon found 
that their tactics backfired on them. 

Amidst all the slander and innuendos, the 
rank and file was able to sort out the real is- 
sues. What the International hoped would be a 
diversionary campaign was slowly turning into 
political debate around the issue of independent 
and militant unionism. 

As the difference between those loyal to the 
International and those desiring local autonomy 
became clearer it became harder for Fitzsimmons to 
weed out those who were reforming the union. And 
as the campaign intensified, the International i > 
realized it could lose control over the local. 

Many surveys had the anti-Fitzsimmons slate running 
as much as five to one ahead of its opposition. 

Especially insecure were Teamster leaders of 
Local 200 in Milwaukee, long the main Teamster po- 
wer in the state. The rapidly growing 695 threat- 
ened their power and frightened them with the pros- 
pect that militancy in one local would rub off on 
another. 

For Fitzsimmons and his Milwaukee buddies 
the threat of losing the election was too great a 
risk. On November 2, Infiernatiofial representative 
Frank Ranny and secretary-treasurer of Local 200 
Jim Jesinski requested the resignation of all rank 
and file officers and agents of Local 695. Under 
the pressure, everyone resigned. Business agent 
Jim Marketti, who refused to resign, was fired 
three days later on the grounds that he was !!a bad 
influence on the local union." 

Fitzsimmons' plan is to rehire half of the 
Mueller slate and half of the candidates loyal to 
the rank and file movement, force them to work to- 
gether for 18 months and then allow new elections 
when both sides can compromise on a single slate 
of candidates. According to Ranny, "there will be 
some pay raises, a couple of new suits, shorter hair 
cuts, and a bunch of good boys." 

Four days after the coup, though, Marketti 
and others in the rank and file movement announced 
the creation of Teamstefs for Democracy whose im- 
mediate goal will be to get trusteeship lifted and 
control returned to the local. They also announ ced 
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that when the International is forced to have lo- 
cal elections they will fight for leadership re* - 
sponsive to the rank and file.

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THE NEW BRITISH ARMY: 

TESTING GROUND FOR COUNTER-INSURGENCY WEAPONS

LONDON !(LNS)— "We're being used as a guinea pig 
by the repressive forces of the rest of the world 
and the rest of the world don't give a damn," noted 
a resident of the Bogside area of Belfast, Northern 
Ireland recently. 

At the time that he spoke, Britain was intro- 
ducing the use of a new form of tear gas--developed 
in a joint project of the British and U.S. armies 
at the U.S. Army's Edgewood Arsenal, main center for 
chemical and biological warfare in the U.S. The new 
g as __coded CR — was developed to replace the more 
conWion CN gas used by riot-control forces around the 
world. The British Army found it needed something 
else to be effective against the CN-immunized people 
of Belfast and Derry. 

However, the new gas is not the only new anti- 
riot weapon being tested upon the people of Northern 
Ireland. Recently, a new "mini -armored" car was in- 
troduced to the streets of Belfast. 

Small in size, it is not at first recognized 
as the deadly weapon that it \ is. On its turret is a 
flashing red light--and it's not until the "troubles" 
start that one realizes that this light is an infra- 
red strobe, whichl* flashing At an -incredibly high 
speed, paralyzes the crowd. 

On the side of the car are loudspeakers which, 
rather than roaring the uSual: warnings at the cfowd, 
instead put forth "white sound"— a mind-disorienting 
noise known to cause permanent mental disorders. 

The British Army first used the "white noise device" 
during their "interrogations" of IRA suspects. This 
combination of infra-red lights and "white noise" 
is called a "photic driver". 

In addition to the mini -car, some other "tech- 
nological advances" have been made. One is the 
"squawk box" which produces an ultra-sonic noise 
that causes extreme discomfort. Another is the 
"sound curdler" which gives off a high-pitched whist- 
le which makes communication and coherent thought 
impossible. 

Of course, the British Army still has its old 
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standy-by: the rubber bulletSs (they call them 

"baton rounds"). The bullets have been known 
to inflict serious internal injuries and death. 

The Spanish government --not among the most humane 
--has ruledrrubber bullets "too lethal" for use 
in crowd control. 

There are also reports that Britain is plan- 
ning to import some U.S. creations: the elec- 

tric cattle prod; the electric water jet; and 
the stun gun. 

There have been hundreds of hospitalizations 
resulting from the use of these weapons includ- 
ing at least two deaths, three totally blinded and 
seven partially blinded people. Yet, as one ob- 
server noted, there has been little public out- 
cry in Britain against the Army's use of these 
weapons . 

Jonathan Rosenhead, a member of the National 
Committee of the British Society for Social Res- 
ponsibility in Science (BSSRS) , writing in the 
magazine New Society offered one explanation: 

"There has been a public relations campaign 
portraying riot control technology as a benign 
alternative to REAL bullets. . . .The campaign 
has been a success. Almost the only protests 
have borne from BSSRS, which have had little pub- 
lic response. 

"Our society is very prone to redefining 
political problems as technological problems, 
then looking for the technological 'fix'. So the 
political problem of discrimination and oppression 
in Northern Ireland was redefined as a technical 
problem of law and order. . . .The effect was to 
delay the need to face up to the political pro- 
blems by containing the civil disturbances which 
were its symptoms." 

However, while public outcry has been mini- 
mal, there has been some eoneret© response. Re- 
cently, a bomb was placed in the offices of Allen 
International, the company which makes the "photic 
driver" used on the mini-armored cars. This bomb- 
ing was apparently an IRA action. There are pros- 
pects that more of the manufacturers of similar 
"technological advances" will receive similar 
attention. 
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SECRET SERVICE TRACKS DOWN ANTI -NIXON POSTER: 

AS PHONEY AS A THREE-DOLLAR BILL 

WASHINGTON (LNS) --Apparently all the turmpil 
surrounding Watergate is causing the Nixon Adminis 
tration to lose what little sense of humor it had. 

Syndicated columnist Jack Anderson reported 
that in two cities--Louisville, Kentucky and Salt 
Lake City, Utah-- the Secret Service confiscated cop 
ies a 1 x 2 foot poster of a three dollar bill 
with Nixon's picture in the middle. 

The Louisville novelty store was charged with 
holding counterfeit "foreign" currency and in 
Salt Lake City, the charge was that the poster 
resembled U.S. currency. 
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ISTJRATORS "UNHONOR" GEORGE BROWN OF BROWN§ ROOT; 
CO. MADE TIGER CAGES IN VIETNAM

AUSTIN, Texas (LNS)— George Rufus Brown got 
two awards on October 26. The Ex- Student ' s Associ- 
ation of the University of Texas held an alumni 
awards ceremony at the LBJ Library at the Univer- 
sity of Texas where he received on award. 

At the same time. Direct Action, an anti-war 
gropp, held another ceremony to "unhonor" Brown for 
being chairman of the board of Brown and Root, part 
of the gigantic construction combine Raymond, Mor- 
rison, Knudson-Brown, Root and Jones (RMK-BRJ). The 
canipanies that make up RMK-BRJ were responsible for 
building the tiger cages on Con Son Island, South 
Vietnam. 

As the dinner guests began to arrive they were 
greeted by a replica of a tiger cage with five peop- 
le chained inside and a crowd of anti-war people, 
chanting "Brown Builds Tiger Cages" and "The Rich 
Live High While the Vietnamese Die." 

Soon, however, the police drew a yellow nylon 
rope down their line and suddenly attacked the 
demonstrators, smashing the replica tiger cages with 
the people still inside. However, the demonstrators 
kept up their chanting, singing, and shouting for 
two and a half more hours . 

Inside, about five anti-war people hpd managed 
to get; tickets for the event. When Brown was intro- 
duced by the Master of Ceremonies John Connally (who 
joined the board of directors of Haliburton Company, 
the parent company of RMK-BRJ immediately after he 
left the Treasury Department) one demonstrator stood 
up v She began talking about tiger cages and was quick 
ly ushered out., 

% Aft ? r Brown was officially given the Distinguish 
sward, two other well-dressed demonstrators 
printed him with a framed photograph of a tiger 
caips and a framed reproduction of the contract to 
build them. As they started to make a statement, John 
Connally attempted to drown them out by speaking in- 
to the PA system. They too were led out. 

Towards the end of the evening, all the guests 
stood up and sang "The Eyes of Texas" and then turn- 
ed leave. They Were confronted with an eight-foot 
banner that the demonstrators unfurled in the back 
saying "200,000 people still held in South Vietnamese 
Prisons with US Aid." One guest ran up to the dem- 
onstrators and grabbed the banner out of their hands 
yelling "Get the hell out of here. We didn't invite 
you*" Cops then rushed in and the demonstrators were 
dragged out.

BROWN AND ROOT IN VIETNAM 

RMK-BRJ were the primary contractors for 
most major construction in Vietnam from 1965 
on. In the Johnson years the giant corporation 
received $1.2 billion of the $1.6 billion spent 
on construction in Vietnam. 

Their building jobs included the U.S. Em- 
bassy in Danang, Cam Ranh Bay bases. General 
Westmoreland's $25 million "Pentagon West" at 
Tan Son Nhut Airport, and Long Binh Military 
Jail. These projects called for the building of 
roads, bridges and other essentials for main- 
taining the war effort. 

In 1969, as Nixon announced his plan to 
"Vietnamize" the war, it became clear that, 
without the presence of 500,000 U.S. troops , 
the Saigon government was going to have to employ) 
even greater repression to maintain control of 
its territory. So a massive build-up of Sai- 
gon's police and prison apparatus began, funded 
by the U.S. Of course , once again. Brown and 
Root was waiting in the wings to help. 

One part of the build-up was the expansion 
and "modernization "'of Con Son Island prison, 
location of the infamous "tiger cages." When the 
tiger cages were first exposed by American 
journalist Don Luce, the Saigon government re- 
sponded by saying that the cages (first built 
by the French, and expanded by the Japanese) 
would be replaced. 

The first plan called for the Con Son pris- 
oners themselves to build the cages as part of 
a "self-help" program. However , when the pris- 
oners refused, Brown and Root stepped right in. 
They picked up at $400,000 a Navy contract for 
the construction of 396 new tiget cages . 

People who have seen the new tiger cages 
(including usually conservative Catholic mis- 
sionaries) say that the new ones are worse than 
the old ones. There is no ventilation or light 
source in the cells and they measure six feet 
by eight feet— two fquare fMtrs mailer than the 
older cages . 

RMK-BRJ 's most re cent contract was with the 
Navy for a $38 million job--for which no in- 
formation is available . One Vietnamese legis- 
lator reported that Thieu' s 1973 budget provides 
for 400,000 prisoners-- approximately twice as 
many as are currently held. 

A number of people have speculated that the 
new contract may include the construction of new 
prison facilities.
